WiSHiifOTON, D«o. 80.— The npid 
movement of trecta in the far east oon- 

tinaea to be an absorbing; topic in diplo- 
matic circles htsre, partifalarly at the 
embassies and legatioiiH of the powers 
which are aligning for an apparent 
■tragvle for Ohineae territorj. There 
if no mMher talk of the Untted Stalea 
aa a poaaible factor in the contest, as 
the recent vnderitanding at acaUnet 
meeting is accept< d as removing thia 
government from iho field of contro- 
versy. At the same time an eminent 
authority on international aCTain aaic I 
yesterday that a sitaation might dCTel- 
opwhoi the United Statea wonldbe 
called upon to go ranch further than 
protect American intereata at til* treaty 
ports in ( hina. 

This situation would come, lio said 
if the scramble for (Jhinosn treaty went 
to the extent of the extinction of China 
and the complete absorption of the old 
empire by foreij/n nations. Such was 
the app.irent drift of the present move 
ment, ho said, and if it became a real 
ity, then a condition would arise sim 
ilar to the exienninatiou of Poland 
Poland had established a precedent in 
international at}.iir8, lie said, and fol- 
lowing that precedent, if China was to 
be absorbed, then it w&s a (juestion 
which the Unitid b-'tafes in common 
with all llie »;:itiiiris of ihn world must 
take cognizance of. Until this final 
movement occorred, however, it was 
plain that the United States had no in- 
tereat in the fencing of European ua 
tiona and Japan for coaling stations and 
porta on tho Asiatic coast. 

In the meantime, however, the dip- 
lomata are much concerned in tne 
movemeuta of their respectlTe govern 
meuts. 

A leading Japanese diplomat said 
yeaterday: "I do not look at the ques- 
tion aa involving the partition of China, 
and no event has occurred thus far to 
indicate that China ia about to be divid- 
ed amofur tha powera. The only tang- 
ible faot la that Germany has occufded 
Kiao-Ohan bay and Bnaaia has a fleet at 
Port Art^or. Bat Germany'a action 
waa taken toooUeot aa indemnity for 
an indignity to German miaaionuries, 
Joataa ahe enforced indemnity from 
Haytl. Bayond thia Germany may seek 
toeatabliah a naval atatiou at Kiao- 
Ghan and thna bay* a mival base of 
operatitaa on tiie Padflo. Bnt that 
doea not invole the taking of any con- 
aiderab^e portion <A Ohineae territory, 
and it is yet to be ahovn that Germany 
will take more than a coast port and 
such land immediately adjacent aa to 
give the port pro])er facilities. 

**H It onaea to taking territory the 
MUM of Onma niuHt not be overlooked. 
WUm China is weak from a military 
and naval standpoint, yet ahe has an 
enormous number of men ready to take 
the field, while the entire force of Ger' 
mans at Kiao-Chaa can not exceed a 
few thousand men. Kven a weak na- 
tion is strong in defending it.s own ter- 
ritory. There are reports that Japan 
would aid China in an extremiry, but 
thero is nothing in that. .Japan doubt 
less will act alone if there is any reason 
lor acting at all. Thus far, ho\vev<^. I 
know of no steps that Jajiaii has taivcn 
or contemplates toward taking part in 
tho coutrovery. My iiiii)r s.-^ion is tliat 
she will remain an iiuleix-ndeiil and 
neutral observer. Her posirion will be 
much stronger by such a policy tlian it 
would be by an alliance at the outset. 
As an observer, if she si^es that the par- 
^ tition of (/hina is at hand, doubtless she 
X vouid have some part to take, but for 
; ^he present there is no evidenoar that 
such an emergency is near. " 

Another Japanese diplomat said : 
"All the powers have known for the 
laatyear that a secret treaty was made 
last year between Russia and China by 
which Russia was to have the right to 
winter her fleet at Port Arthur. For 
that reason tho presence of the Kussian 
fleet at Port Arthur doe.s not lead other 
nations to fear that Russia has begun a 
movement of territorial aggression on 
China. On the contrary, Russia and 
China are nearer together than any 
other two nations in the present con- 
test, and if China is to get any outside 
relief it will come from Russia. It is 
quite plain from recent events that 
Riuaia has not got ready yet to have 
China partitioned, and until Russia is 
ready for that step it will not occur. 
Moreover, there ia a misapprehension as 
to the Rusaian occupation of I'ort .\r- 
thnr. It is not a laud occupati(m, but 
is merely a quartering of the Rns.sian 
fleet in tlie outer harbor. Vladivoatock 
being icebound, without conneotion 
with the shore." 

A Chinese diplomat said : "The al- 
leged official statements coming from 
the Chinese legation have been unwar- 
ranted, as the legation has not received 
a word from Pekin since the first notice 
was sent that a Garman force nad laud- 
ed at Kiao-Chaa id^lMmt prafious no- 
tice to the Ohineae government. It 18 
Jfelt, however, that many of the reporU 
IIm to the seriousness of the situation, 
^i»»rticuU«ly thoea from Shanghai, are 
overdrawn. Judging from the press 
diapatohaa there appeara tq be uttle 
doubt that the ofigizkalpnzpoae of Ger- 
many to enforce an Indemnity has now 
developed into aecwi^g anaYpU sta^on 
at Kiao-Chau and P9i#tl« 
ory, on the ground tl»lt*«*™fV>f"' 
m^ito a return fbr &%r.s«rvij)««axiBff 



the China- Japan war. Bnt it appears 
to be overlooked that Germany has re- 
ceived diHtict returns for those servioea, 
in the granting of large concessions, 
which, at the time of the grant, were 
considered as most valuabte to Ger- 
many. As to the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur, that is not a surprise. A Rus- 
smn fleet was wintered at a Chinese 
port last year with the consent of 
China, as it involved no sacrifice of ter- 
ritory. What the outcome will be is 
diflicult to say, but it is felt that an 
amicable settlement will be made, pos- 
sibly by the granting of coast stations, 
but without any serious dismember- 
ment of territory." 

The German officials here take the 
Tiew that there are bnt two actual steps 
on the part of Germany, namely, the 
occupation of Kiao-Chau bay and tho 
dispatch of Prince Henry's fleet to Chi- 
nese waters. Bayoad m», thejr saj, ^ 
IS conieotnra aa to wh^ Germany wlU 
do. and they cohver the idea that theaa 
conjectures as to tne abaorption of ter> 
ritoryare unwarranted by any of the 
actual ciroaraatancea whioh have thtis 
far developed. That Prince Henry will 
extend his field of operationa beyond 
Chinese waters and will embrace Samoa 
and Hawaii ia diamiaaed aa abaord, al> 
though reporta of anch a moremant 
have been current. 

The British embassy haa not received 
a word from the foreign office on the 
eaatem situation, but in common. with 
other diplomats the officials riew the 
situation aa the most interesting one 
now occupying attention. There ia a 
general dispoaition to credit the late re- 
porU that a oonsidarabla Britiah fleet ia 
at Port H am il to n , off Oorea, and that a 
large number of Japanese ships are In 
the same vicinity. There are soma 17 
British ships on the Asiatic station and 
a good pait of them appear to be center- 
ing about Corea. This, however, is 
Haid to be apart from the general r<ues- 
tion of Chinese partition, and to re:ate 
only to the displacement of an English 
ofDoial who has had an influential posi> 
tion in the adminiatratioa of Corean af- 
fairs. 

French diplomats say that France ia 
not likeljr to take any part in a strug- 
gle for Chinese territory, if that event- 
nali^ comes, as France already has se- 
cured most extensive possessions in 
southeastern China, notably French 
Touqnin. It was M. Patenotre, tho 
late French ambassador at Washington, 
who carried through the negotiations 
with Li Hung Chang, by which France 
secured this foothold on Asiatic soiL 
Beyond the sending of the French 
cruiser, Jean Bart to Chinese waters, it 
is said that the Chinese situation does 
not appear to have aroused France, and 
the dispatch of this cruiser is said to 
have no more significance than tho 
sending of the United States ship Ral- 
eigh, which is now on her way to the 
Chinese station. 

rvMloc Not Going to Ilo VntU 

Shamohai, Deo. 80.— It is reported 
here that tiia admiral of the branch 

fleet has hoisted the French flag on Hai 
Nan island. The Chinese otTered no 
opposition. Hai Nan island is olT the 
south coast of China, and separates the 
(lulf of Tonquin from the China sea. 
It has an estimated area of 12,000 8(inaro 
miles and a population of a million Chi- 
nese, exolnslTa of wild tribaa ia tha in- 
terior. 

Moro Se!dl«n to Start For Cliiiia. 

BEUi.rx, Deo. 30.— The Tageblatt says 
Prince Henry of Prussia will visit the 
mikado and the King of Corea. Its 
Kiel correspondent says a further force 
of mariaaa will atart for Ohiaa in Jan- 
uary. 

GOVER NMENT D OINOa 
Receipts and Expenditure* n« Sliuwu by 
tho Vnltod atatM Anthorltlee. 

WABHiKOTOir, Deo. 80.— The forth* 
coming monthly statement of the gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures will 
show a material increase in the receipts 
from both customs and internal reve- 
nue. Yesterday's income from customs 
alone waa 8786,667, the highest figures 
reached sisoe tha new tarifl! law went 
into efTeot. Several times during the 
last few weeks the customs revenues 
have exceeded 1600,000, and according 
to the expectations of the treasury otli- 
oials, these figures will be fully main- 
tained for au indefinite period. 

The increase from customs this month 
probably will exceed November by 
6(jO,Oi)0 or 18.000,000. which will leave a 
surplus for the month. Independent of 
the receipts and payments on account 
of the Pariflo railroad transfer the total 
receipts this month would have exceed- 
ed the expenditures by approximately 
.TnCOOO. The returns from internal 
revenue sources show a gratifying in- 
crease and it is not unlikely that the 
December statement will show an ex- 
cess over November of fUMM^OQO. . 

Altogether, the sitnatiOO ai faras 
revenues are concerned ia Taty gratify- 
ing to the treasury officials, who confi- 
dently predict that with the exception 
of January, when heavy interest pay- 
ments are due, there will be a suridus 
for each remaining month of the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

SOUTHERN MINERS OUT.

CHATTANOoaA, Doo. 80.— Five hun- 
dred miners at Tayton. Tenn.. are on a 
strike on account of a notice posted by 
the Dayton Goal eompany, a few days 
ftgu, Ktatnig that thereafter men would 
bo docked for all slate found in their 
cars. The probabilities are that the 
several hundred other men employ^ at 
the mines will go out on Jan. 1. 

A faw hnndr«d men at stations along 
the Oinisiaaati Southern, who struck on 
May 1, are still out. At Paint Rock, 
Tenn.. there has been Bomc trouble be- 
tween strikers and iipported men. The 
strikers have' fired,. on working, n^ners 
Mvaral timaa from «mbaah.

Skattle, Wash., Dec. 30. ~K. Bar- 
ringtoii, one of the passengers on the 
steamer Alki, speaking of the situation 
of the miners in the Klondike district, 
said: ■ "Thara ia no naad of- anyone 
worrying over thair- IHanda atarring. 
Of oiN^se. provisions are not plan^nl, 
and supplies should be taken in the 
spring, after which time all the provi- 
sions in the country will be exhausted." 

Edward Conrad when asked if thero 
is danger of starvation at Dawson, re- 
plied ampbatioally : 

"No. sir I There is not a aorplns of 
food, bnt there will be no atarration. 

When naked for an opinion on the 
govemmaataji aaqMdition he said: 

"It is a hnmbng, and I donbt if it 
can go down to Uawson before tha ice 
breaks. The men who came ont and 
say starvation lurks there are men who 
were there only a few weeks, got dis- 
couraged, home-sick and cry starvation 
as an excuse for coming out." ° 

Conrad's statements, so far as they 
related to the improbability of starva* 
tion. were indorsed by all the other ar- 
rivals seen. 

Speaking of the rights to file cliUms, 
Mr. Barrington said : "For some time 
before I left the commissioner's office 
was imaUe to aoeomniodate the miners 
and the men atood In line for dasrs with 
the meronr7 40 degreea below zero in 
order to flls claims. The biggest sensa- 
tion in tha way of a strike was No. 48 
on the Hunker. It paid $46 to the ran. 
If it had not been for the exodna to Fort 
Tnkon 100 olalma wonld hare been 
worked on Bonania, Eldorado and 
Hunker oreeka this winter. 

"On the way we encountered good 
weather nearly all the time. We left 
Dawson Nor. 21. Part of the way we 
threw oft our coats and went in shirt 
sleeves and bare hands. . It was only IS 
below zero then. At the Chilkoot sum- 
mit we encountered a fearful snow 
storm, and were lost for a time. It 
lasted all the day from the head of 
Lindermann to the summit. One man 
went ahead with a stick, poking it into 
the snow to find the hard path to walk 
on. 

8. W. Foote said a great many people 
went past Dawson in boats with the 
floating ice, unable to make a landing. 

Many people are living in tents at 
Dawson, though the temperature is 
away below zero. 

Good strikes have been made on 
Lucky creek, a tributary of All Gold 
Sulphur creek is also turning out flne. 

Beef and mutton at Dawson is being 
sold at $1 tu fl.r.O per sack, while bacon 
and beans brought $1 to 1.25 per pound 
There waa plenty of sugar at 80 cents 
per pound. 

The claims are all taken within a ra- 
dius of 46 to 50 miles of Dawson. 

J. D. Barnes states that the Alaska 
Commercial company and the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
company have declined to receive any 
more gold for safekeeping as their safes 
are full. 

T. H. Mallory believes the output next 
season will be between fifteen and 
twenty millions, while J. J. McKay es- 
timates it at eight millions.

New York, Dea 80.— A special to 
The Jotimal and Advertiaer from New 
Haven, Conn., says: Captain George 
K. Kelsey of the schooner Wallace 
Ward, which has just arrived here from 
Barcelona, Spain, insists that the 
American consul at that port fears mob 
Tiolenoa and ia unable to keep tha 
American flag flying from Undo Sam'a 
vessels. He put into port there Sept. 16, 
remaining three daya. 

At first the stars and ittipaa floated 

groudlv from the maatheaa, bnt the 
panisn loiterers were attracted by it 
and gathered by the side of the vessel, 
threatening violence. Tha American 
consul heard a rumor that the crowd 
purposed burning the Teasel and he 
sent word to Captain Kaiser to haul 
down the flag. Captain Kelsey defied 
the. Spaniards, but the next day the 
consul repeated his advice and Captain 
Kelsey was reluctantly persuaded to 
store the stars and stripes below decks 
during the remainder of his stay.

The offlciala of 
the diatriet attorney's office say that 
Goldamith haa managed to get away 
with something like half a million dol 
lars by operations similar to those which 
brought the E. S. Dean company before 
the public. Goldsmith wa.<) indicted by 
the grand jury on Tuesday last. De- 
tectives have followed clews all over 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Bo.Nton and 
other places, but so far Goldsmith has 
eluded them. 

Goldsmith and a man named Wiess- 
ner operated under the firm name of 
Hoyt (fe Company. George Hazelweide 
and William A. Mitchell, who were 
their brokers, were arrested three 
weeks ago for their part in the opera- 
tions, but the charges again.>t them 
have not been tned.

It is said that it was upon 
their evidence that the grand jury 
found the indictment against (iold 
smith. The latter is about H.'S years old 
and in the opinion of the di.'^trict at- 
torney's ofHce he is one of the schrewd- 
est men that ever engaged in Wall 
street siM'cnlation after the niauner of 
Dean & Company. They say his vie 
timu are numbered by the thousands.

Nkw York, Deo. .^O. — "Clovernor 
General Blanco's acceptance of Presi- 
dent McKinley'a request that the 
American people ba ponnitted to relieve 
the suiferings of tha conoentradoa in 
Cuba is tantamount to acceptance of 
the offer of intervention by the United 
States in the confiict so long in progress 
between the people of Cuba and the 
Spanish government," said Toinas Es- 
trada PaUna, chief of the Cuban junta 
in this city, to an Associated Press re* 
porter. 

"As the administration belierea that 
peace in Cuba can be reatored only by 
political intervention it can not reject 
the favorable opportunity that thna pre< 
sonts itself to intervene for the purpose 
of ending the war in Cuba," continued 
Dr. Palma. "The deplorable condition 
of the concentrados has been caused by 
tho cruel warfare waged bjr Spain, and 
the government, finding itself unable 
to relieve the situation, has applied to 
the United States for aid. President 
McKinley must see by now that there ia 
no chance for peace to be established in 
Onba without intervention, and living 
up to Us word, as given in his previoiu 
raessagea, must intervene and Spain 
can not rationally and consistently ra* 
ject such intervention." 

Coming down to the relief plan it« 
»:elf, Dr. Palma said: *'If the Ameri* 
can people are willing to help the con- 
centrados they should send no money. 
Food, clothing and the like, but no 
money— that wonld be tha best plan to 
follow out. Money will benefit the 
Spanish only. Blanco has accepted the 
American proposition as a way out of u 
difficult position. He knows that it 
wonld require millions of dollars to per- 
mauently relievo tha conoentradoa un- 
der the present conditions. Bnt the 
United States can accomplish very lit- 
tle during the progress of the war. The 
only way to relieve the ooncentradoa. 
and, in fact all Cubans, is to stop thia 
distress by the introduction of peaoa 
and independence. 

"With peace restored the concentra- 
dos will be able to return to their farma 
and their reaidences. We have the 
money, the tools and the materials that 
will set these people right at work 
again. 

"Let the American people know that 
the best plan is to intervene for peaoa. 
They should intervene immediately. 
Spain is trying to shake off the ignom- 
iny of Wevlflirism in Cuba, bnt It ran 
notsuooaea. It is necessary that tha 
world should known the results of 
that work in Cuba, and the world ia 
learning fast."

Mow York Cabana Think ThoIr aeleotlon 

n \ uln Work. 

New Yoiiii, Dec. 80.— Considerable 
interest was manifested among Cubans 
at the junta headquarters at tho report- 
ed make-up of General Blanco's cabinet 
for the colonial government of Cuba, 
under the decree of autonomy.

A Bill Will He Olferfd to Prevent Insuranre 
Companies From I'omliining. 
Other Matten. 



Fr.\.\kpobt,Kt., Dec. 28.— A great deal 
of tallt is beins indulged in by anti-Dem- 
ocratic newspapeJs about the large 
amount of anti-corporation legislation 
that will be enacted ut Frankfort this 
winter, but, as a matter of fact, inter- 
views with over twenty leading members 
indicate that no more than the usual 
amount of bills to prohibit trusts, <&c., 
will be presented or passed. 

There will be a bill to jirovent fire in- 
surance companies from combining and 
fixing a high rate of insurance, and forf 
ini: property holders to pay it or co 
without protection, and a lieavy penalty 
will be provided. A bill authorizing 
cities of all classes to furnish fire insur- 
ance to property in their limits will be 
discussed and passed if found feasible. 

Another bill to regulate and reduce 
the rental price of tielephones will be 
presented, aimed especially at the Lou- 
isville telephone system, where it is 
claimed exorbitant rates are charged. 
Another incagiire that will be presented 
is one to prohibit any contract for pay- 
ment o| money from [discriminating 
against any one kind of money, or speci- 
fying in what kind of money the debt 
aball be paid. 

The doctors feel the need of some leg- 
islation, and will ask that their fees 
against the estate of a decedent be placed 
on the same footing as the undertaker's 
bill against said estate. -^There will be 
numerous other bills, but, as usual, the 
large majority ofj them will die in tiie 
committees. 

Governor Brailley hag C'>mi)lt'toJ bis 
message to the Legislature and will sub- 
mit it to them as aoon as the two bodies 
complete their organization next Tues- 
day. 

The race for Speaker has been practi- 
callly settled in advance by the with- 
drawal of Hon. South Trimble,*and Cripps 
Beckham will win the honor by acclama- 
tion.

In the possession of the Mormons at 

Salt Lake City is a piano, no lees remark- 
able for the grewsome associations that 
cluster about it than for its workmanship 
and sweetness of tone. It is the instru- 
ment that was taken, with other effects, 
irom a family of Martins on the day the 
Mormons surrounded and massaersd the 
Martins and 160 other men, women and 
children from Arkansas, at Mountain 
Meadows, in Northern Utah, then a terri- 
tory, September I8tb, 1857. For forty 
years it has been sacredly pnarded and 
preserved by the family of Horace El- 
dredge, one of the leaders of the polyg- 
amists and a man of great wealth, influ- 
ence and power among his people. Just 
how he secured the instrument wts aevtr 
known, but it was always surmised that 
it fell to his lot when a division of the 
valiubie artldes were divided after the 
massecre. 

About the historical instrument is a 
story both thrilling and harrowing. It is 
a story of vengeance practiced upon an 
innocent band of Arkansas immigrants 

that was en route to California in the fif- 
ties to colonize. In 1811 Joseph Smith, 
the founder of Mormonism and its princi- 
pal institution, polygamy, was shot in the 
jail at Carthage, Illinois, by a man from 
Arkansas, as a rsralt of Smith's attempt 
to saddle polygamy upon his band of fol- 
lowers, who had settled with him at 
Xanvoo, Illinois. The Mormons then 
swore vengeance upon all peonle from 
Arkansas, and finally reaped it at the 
Mountain Meadow massacre. 

Brigham Young succeeded to the lead- 
ership of the Mormons as Priest and Su- 
preme Prophet. He finally settled in 
Utah territory at Salt Lake City, in 1847. 
In September, 18S7, a band of 160 imml- 
Krnnta from Arkansas, with their train, 
wealth and cattle and other effects, en- 
tered Utah over the California trail, and 
were stopped at Mountain Meadows. 
They camped near a spring, but were pre- 
vented by Indians, supposedly, from ac- 
cess to the water, which wag guarded by 
a band of "destroying angela" of the Mor- 
mons, disguised as Indians. For three 
days the camp was choking for want of 
water. Finally two young girls were sent 
to the spring from the camp to get water. 
As they were returning from tbe spring 
they were shot dead from ambush. The 
camp arose in arms, but on account of the 
smallness of the force a flag of truce was 
hoisted by tbe immigrants. John D. 
Lee, leader of the Mormon band, met the 
spokesman of tbe Arkansas band and 
told them that if they would lay down 
their arms anil not stop in the territory 
they would be allowed to part unmo- 
lested. This was finally agreed to, and 
the unsu8pi?cting immiirrants stacked 
arms and began to get ready to move. 
Then it was the "destroying angels " fell 
upon them and massacred men, women 
and chililren with ii savagery that sur- 
passed the Custer horror. But one soul 
escaped. He was a boy who managed to 
secrete himself in bushes, and afterward 
to >,'et out of tbe territory. He now lives 
in Ogden. John D. Lee was afterward, in 
1877, captured by the Government au- 
thorities and executed fbr his complicity 
in the massacre. 

All of the effects of the massscrod were 
condscated by the Mormons and divided 
among them by lot, it is thought. Among 
the valuables was the piano in question, 
which belonged to the Martin family. 
Horace Eldredge secured it. Considera- 
ble money was also found among the 
effects, all of which went to aid in the 
building of the present magnificent Mor- 
mon temple at Salt Lake. 

Some years ago tbe elder Eldredge gave 
the instrument to one of his numerous 
daughters— Adelia— who married a son 
of Brigham Young. Tbe family now 
redJe on First North'Sireet Weet, and 
two generations of girls have used tbe 
inUrument, which is yet in as good state 
of preservation as on the day it was taken 
at Mountain Meadows. For several 
years another daughter of Eldredge has 
been trying to get possession of the his- 
torical music box, but without success. 
It has long been an object of contention 
between tbe two daughters and their 
families. 

The Martin family, to which the piano 

belonged, was comparatively wealthy as 
wealth was reckoned in those days. Tbe 
elder Martin had the iustrumont made to 
order in New York early in tbe fifties, at 
a cost of $2,500. There were two daugh- 
ters who were accomplished performers 
upon it Both were butchered in the 
bloody massacre. 

The woodwork of the instrument is of 
highly polished rosewood, exquisitely 
carved. The design is of the old square 
make, resting upon four lion legs, artfully 
carved. The keys are of old ivory inlaid 
with pearl vignettes. Similar decorations 
adorn the miuic rack and the margin of 
the key board. The cover is also inlaid 
with ivory and pearl after the fashion of 
mosaics. Either end of the instrument 
is exquisitely carved with festoons of 
beautiful design. The workman! hip is
